It socms to be cloar from thet samo srticle thet tho C. a A. ended its rcelation- 
ship with the BJ only cftuer it discovercd thet that o ee etion nad drawn up 
a list of vromincnt Germans who were te be Seay on "invasion day ". 
After cheekine over the list of names, most of whom wore not Communists, i¢ 
vould scom that many of the leedinz Comecratic figurcs of Westorn Germany 

ucre on that list. 


I em writin to find out wroeth r it is part of C.I.A.'s volicy to make these 
kinds of arrangoments with ox-Nazis. It would sccm thnt there is good rcason 
to belicve that an cffeetive democratic onvosition to Communism cannot dc 
bought by allinnees with ox-Nezis. 

It hes also becn very discourazing to note thit, as far as I can dctermino, 

no clear cut statoment has ever becn issucd br vour offico dcescribin= exactly 
wheat the sinus and objectives of this venture were to be. Instoad, apparently, 
the burden of exolanntion hos fallcn won HICOG. 


I raise these voints with you because it vould seem that in the last analysis 
somewhere along the linc, thc C.I.A. oucht to be responsible for giving some 
explicit cxolanation of its actions. If present legislation oxcludes C.I.A. 
from this rcsvonsibility, then pcrhens that legislation ought to be subjcct to 
reviow and chenrc.
